Failtre of Blair's Tax 
Bills Presents Legis- 
lature With Task of 
Cutting Budget or 
Finding Revenue.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 28. 
-— The Missouri Legislature 
faced the task today of raising 
$33,000,000 in additional reve- 
nue for the next two years, or 
cutting back proposed state ex- | 
penditures by that amount as 
recommended by the Senate 
Appropriations Committee. 

Acting to bring appropria- 
tions within the state’s *pres- 
ently available revenue, the 
committee yester slashed 
$26,016,281 from .- operating 
funds for state. agencies, 
schools, institutions and wel- 
fare programs. The committee 
also held up approval of a bill 
proposing $7,129,746 in capi- 
tal improvements..

Rise in Sales Tax 

Several hours after the com- 
mittee made its budget-cutting 
report, the Senate Ways and 
Means Committee recommend- 
ed passage of a bill to increase 
the state sales tax from 2 to 
242°percent, which would bring 
in about $26,000,000 a year in 
additional money. 

This bill, as reported, would 
not immediately splve the 
state’s financial problems, be- 
cause the sales tax increase 
would be postponed until re- 
ferred to Missouri voters for 
their approval in the Novem- 
ber 1960, general election. 
Even if approved at that time, 
the extra revenue would come 
too late to help balance the pro- 
posed budget for the new fis- 
cal biennium, which begins 
July 1 this year. 

Senator John W. Noble 
(Dem.), Kennett, appropriations 
chairman, said his committee’s 
cuts must stand unless new 
revenues are found. The com- 
mittee cut most allotments to 
the figures for the current bi- 
ennium, leaving no new. funds 
for improvements or to meet 
higher operating costs. 

If taxes are increased to pro- 
vide the necessary additional 
revenue, the allotments can be 
restored to the House figures 
when the bills are sent to the 
Senate-House Conference Com- 
mittee, Noble said. 

Mental, Penal Institutions. 

The Senate committee 
slashed appropriations for state 
mental hospitals and penal in- 
stitutions by $6,780,774. 

Two state institutions in St. 
Louis were cut heavily, Funds 
for St. Louis State Hospital 
were reduced from $10,010,330 
to $8,924,460, a cut of $1,085,- 
870. Allotments for St. Louis 
State Training Schoo] for the 
Feeble Minded were cut $860,- 
951, leaving $2,416,000. 

Although all hospitals were 
“cut, the committee voted addi- 
tional money to approve the 
full $391,000 requested for op- 
eration of the new central 
administrative office for the 
division of mental diseases. 
The House had cut this allot- 
ment to $213,000, but Dr. 
Addison M. Duval, director, 
and the new State Mental 
Health Commission said the 
larger allotment was necessary 
to modernize Missouri’s mental 
health program.

WARNINGS ISSUED 
BUT TORNADOES 
FAIL TO SHOW UP 


The Weather Bureau issued 
two warnings of tornadoes for 
the metropolitan St. Louis 
area last night but the aréa 
escaped with only thunder- 
storms and minor winds. 

First warning was issued at 
10:20 o'clock and covered east- 
ern Franklin, Jefferson, St. 
Louis and St. Charles counties. 
It was prompted by the sight- 
ing of a funnel-shaped cloud 
aloft about 15 miles north of 
Sullivan, Mo. The warning re- 
mained in effect until shortly 
after midnight. 

When another tornado cloud 
was observed about 20 to 25 
miles south of St. Louis at 
11:30 o’clock, a second warn- 
ing was issued. This covered 
the Illinois counties of Madi- 
son, St. Clair, Monroe and 
Randolph, immediately east of 
the St. Louis area. This warn- 
ing ended about 2 a.m. 

When the warning was re- 
ceived for St. Louis county, 
county police went on a stand- 
by basis, with every officer in 
the department alerted. No 
warning sirens were sounded 
in the unincorporated area, 
however, because an ordinance 
authorizing such a step is still 
pending in the County Council. 
In St. Louis, the Civil Defense 
organization was alerted by the 
Fire Alarm Office but no siren 
warning system is in effect in 
the city.

Leroy A. Weidle, board

Weidle fired three times

“IT was in my office in the

I believe we should 
use our efforts to find them 
jobs in private industry, not on 
a Government dole. 

“I believe we should explore 
our tax structure to find out 
what can be done with ade- 
quate incentives. 


“We should call in our busi- | 
ness men to find out what can. 
be done to develop new world | 


markets. 
Johnson said Soviet trade 
missions “honeycomb the 


world,” and the impact of the 
economic cold war already, is 
being felt.

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feigned insanity at Matteawan | 
State Hospital for 27 years to 
avoid prosecution for ‘murder. | 

William F. Dunn of Glen-. 
dale told Kings county Judge | 
Samuel Leibowitz that he had | 
deceived psychiatrists since 
1932 about his sanity. Dunn 
came to court to plead guilty 
to a first degree manslaughter 
charge in connection with the 
crime for which he was once 
accused of murder. 

In 1932, police battled four 
men robbing a pawn shop. A 
| policeman and one of the rob- 
|-bers were killed. Dunn was in 
a back room guarding the em- 
ployes, but as ap articipant he 
could have received a death 
sentence. 


When his case came up for | 
review, Dunn told authorities | 
he was really sane. A re-exam- | 
ination by experts showed that. 
he was right, and he _ was'| 
brought to court. 

Leibowitz sent him to jail 
to await sentencing. He could 
get up to 20 years for first 
degree manslaughter. Dunn did 
not disclose what techniques 
he used to fool doctors for 27 
years.

(undesirable) freedom which is 
more prominent in this country 
is that of economic exploitation? 


- The power companies criticize 
public power on the basis of the 
cost to the taxpayer. Isn’t it true 
that the private utilities have ben- 
fited by virtue of the fast tax 
write-off policy to the amount of 
$2,621,318,000 in the years 1955- 
1957, far more than the total in- 
Yestment in TVA in a quarter 
Of a century? They are in effect 
subsidized by the Federal Gov- 
ernment on a scale far more stag- 
gering than such projects as TVA 
which produce electricity more 
cheaply and more efficiently than 
they do. 

- J] submit that the power com- 
panies are afraid that because of 
the brilliant success of such 
projects as TVA the American 
people are becoming aware that 
democratic planning in the field 
in question is preferable to pri- 
vate ownership. 


I submit that far from being 
interested in the phony issues 
of freedom and taxation the 
power companies are using these 
emotive terms for one use and 
one use only—to protect their 
private profits.

Mr. Bruns and his colleagues face the task 
of operating the schools next year with about 
$2,000,000 less than they asked for. And 
while this amounts to about 5% per cent of 
the proposed $35,477,875 budget, the gap be- 
tween income and outgo is not quite so wide 
as the figures would make it appear. 

This is because the Board asked for too 
much. It underestimated prospective reve- 
nues, Some $174,000 in unanticipated state 
aid will be received if enrollments rise to pre- 
dicted heights. And there is ground for hope 
that revenues from the municipal merchants 
and manufacturers’ tax will be appreciably 
improved over current yields. 

* * . 


In addition, if the Board will make substan- 
tial reductions in the work force of the pa- 
tronage-ridden Building Department, the sys- 
tem might be able to get by with as much as 
$500,000 less in the year-end balance it needs 
to carry it through from one fiscal year to the 
next, That there are people on the Building 
Department payroll for political purposes 
only is a matter of court record. 

It is at this point that Mr. Bruns and his 
colleagues ought to go to the files for the 
1954 report by A. T. Kearney & Co., Chicago 
business consultants. A private organization 
that had paid $50,000 to a firm like Kearney 
would have taken seriously the advice of the 
experts; the School Board has ignored it. 


The Board has done nothing substantial 
to challenge the judgments of the Kearney 
firm, which said St. Louisans were spend- 
ing $1,487,000 a year too much on non- 
nstructional services. Among other things, 
earney pointed out potential savings of 
$152,902 on finance, accounting and inven- 
tory controls; $740,000 in the Building De- 
partment’s shops division; $373,200 on plant 
operation; $126,911 on landscaping and so on. 


* * . 


The Board also is wasting at least another 
$50,000 annually on a captive architectural 
department set up under statutes that Mr. 
Bruns and his colleagues have made no effort 
to get changed. And there is a good deal of 
petty spending on chauffeurs, gold badges and 
private dinners for members that suggests a 
free and easy attitude with the public purse. 


So where should the cuts be made? In the 
Building Department, where costs of plant 
operation and maintenance are far out of line 
with that in most major school systems in the 
Middle West, and where a reputable firm of 
business consultants has pinpointed what 
needs to be done. 

Of course if Mr. Bruns and others of his 
colleagues are unwilling to accept the man- 
date of the voters to keep school at the pres- 
ent tax rate without any reduction of educa- 
tional standards, then they have an easy al- 
ternative. They can and they should resign. 
We have no doubt that Mayor Tucker will be 
able to find people willing to do what has 
to be done. 


Sateguard Against Tuberculosis 


To prevent the spread of tuberculosis by 
sufferers from the disease who refuse to 
observe necessary precautions, a bill provid- 
ing for their commitment to the Missouri 
State Sanatorium has been introduced in the 
Legislature. Few persons are so callous that 
they would willfully expose others to tubercu- 
losis infection, but for the few who cannot 


be dealt with in any other way some manda- 


tory measure is essential to public health. 

The bill, on which hearings were conducted 
a month ago by the Senate Public Health 
Committee, is a moderate measure for coping 
with the problem. Local boards of health 
would administer it, and there are ample 
provisions for discharge of the committed 
patient as soon as it can be done without 
danger to others. No one would be required 
to submit to medical or surgical treatment 
without consent. 

State and county health departments, state 
and local tuberculosis societies and members 
of the medical profession favor the bill. Yet 
it still languishes unreported in the Senate 
committee. Missouri’s Legislature should have 
an opportunity to vote on this basic public- 
health measure. Is there any reason why it 
should not be reported favorably for vote 
without further delay? 


Record Budget in Illinois 


It was more than 50 years ago that Con- 
gress first appropriated a billion dollars for 
governmental expenditures. Now a dozen or 
more states have biennial budgets running to 
a billion and several of the largest are two 
billion and more. The budget of Gov. Strat- 
ton submitted last week to the Illinois Legisla- 
ture calls for 1959-60 expenditures of 2.4 bil- 
lion dollars. This is nearly 400 million dollars 
more than two years ago and calls for about 
215 million dollars in new revenue. 

Commendably the Stratton budget gives 
more attention to public education and public 
hospitals and institutions than any of its 
predecessors. It calls for increasing the state 
aid to public schools from $200 per pupil to 
$250. In the face of the defeat of the state 
public works bond issue last fall, the Gover- 
nor asks for some 30 million dollars more for 
state welfare institutions and for 18 millions 
to build new state hospital facilities. The 
budget would include a new state school for 
mentally ‘retarded children in Southern IIli- 
nois. This would appreciably relieve the 
overcrowding at the Lincoln and Dixon insti- 
tutions and allow the long waiting lists in al- 
most all counties to be reduced. 

Gov. Stratton looks ahead when he calls on 
the Legislature to submit for a 1960 vote of 
the people a new bond issue to achieve what 
he calls “massive replacement” of the de- 
teriorating state hospitals and institutions. 
The need for this as well as the need for ex- 
tensive additions to the state’s educational 
capital investment is not open to argument. 
The omission of funds for the proposed South- 
ern Illinois University campus in Madison 
county doubtless will be taken up with the

Mr. Khrushchev did bring up a tentative 
and confidential proposal to him by Prime 
Minister Macmillan, on the latter’s visit to 
Moscow six weeks ago, that inspections be 
limited to an annual number set in advance. 
But this may be only a maneuver to try to 
divide Britain and the United States and 
make the British uneasy over what further 
confidences may be. disclosed next. 

The United States must be credited, we 
think, for a genuine effort at constructive 
compromise in the Geneva talks. Russia, for 
its part, has not moved far from its rigidly- 
held position—that the only inspection it will 
accept is self-inspection Which of course is no 
inspection at all. The suspected violator of 
the law does not make an acceptable police- 
man for his own apprehension. 


Exit College Presidents 


Charles W. Cole has resigned as president 
of Amherst College, effective next year. He 
is giving up administrative work which he has 
engaged in at the venerable Massachusetts 
college for some 13 years, in order, he says, 
to return to his “real vocation—teaching, re- 
search and writing.” Prior to becoming a 
college: president he held professorships in 
both economics and history, the latter at Co- 
lumbia University. 

Amherst’s president is the second vigorous, 
still relatively young college administrator to 
announce his withdrawal from executive work 
within a few weeks’ time. A short while ago 
it was Harold Taylor, president of Sarah 
Lawrence College in Bronxville, N.Y., for the 
last 14 years. Dr. Taylor is going back to 
teaching philosophy, which he specialized in 
at the University of Wisconsin. 

There will be those to deplore these an- 
nouncements—and others to applaud them. 
It is necessary that college administration 
reflect teaching needs and purposes, and 
higher education is the better because men 
like Harold Taylor and Charles W. Cole have 
had a decade and a half as college presidents. 
Now their return to teaching emphasizes a 
college’s only reason for being—the develop- 
ment of young citizens through academic 
disciplines. This pattern may be the best 
course for both teaching and administration 
— teaching, next administration and then 
teaching again. 


Reaching High and Low 


The Air Force, never slow to exert itself 
in intramural service rivalries, gives evidence 
of being determined to push on to definite 
supremacy over the Army and Navy. This 
ambition needs to be carefully studied with 


a view to determining whether the end re- , 


sult will be as good for national defense as 
the Air Force believes it will. 

Gen. Thomas S. Power, chief of the mighty 
Strategic Air Command which includes 
the big nuclear bombers, is in favor of 
broadening his command to include the 
Navy’s underwater ballistic missile launch- 
ing submarines. They would fire the Polaris 
which has a range of 1500 miles. Obviously, 
this submarine-missile weapons system, which 
thus far is almost immune to detection, has 
merits which may well surpass the manned 
plane or the fixed-base ICBM as the prime 
weapon. 

Since the Air Force has long contended 
that planes should be controlled by the serv- 
ice best suited to fly, service and support 
them, how validly can it now seek to control 
the Navy’s ships? 

The big worry hanging over the. Air 
Force was disclosed by Maj. Gen. Bernard 
A. Schriever, head of the Air Force Ballistic 
Missile Division. He testified before a Senate 
Space subcommittee last week that unless the 
Air Force was allowed to retain its “respon- 
sibilities,” there was danger that “we might 
very well end up being an air transport or 
logistic service.” As a point in his argument, 


Gen. Schriever made the bald declaration that 


the Advanced Research Projects Agency, 
which was set up in 1958 at President Eisen- 
hower’s order in hope of eliminating inter- 
service space rivalry, should be abolished. 
It is interesting to recall how the Air Force 
attempted, just before ARPA was established, 
to set up its own space agency. 

Putting two and two-.together by adding up 
the Air Force desire to adopt the Polaris sub- 
marine and its belief that ARPA is a foe 
which should go, one can conclude that the 
Air Force is more ambitious than logical.

“This Heartland region,” says 
Frank W. Suggitt, head of the MSU 
Resource Development Department, 
“comprises the five east north cen- 
tral states (Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
Wisconsin and Michigan) and the 
Province of Ontario, 


“It constitutes the only intercon- 
tinental land mass in the world which 
is served by two major waterways 
which link it to the sea and to the 
commerce of the world. The St. 
Lawrence and Great Lakes waterway 
and the Ohio and Mississippi rive 
system serve it.” 

The main portion of the traffic to 
come on the Seaway, says Bradley 
D. Nash, Deputy Under Secretary of 
Commerce, will be bulk commodities 
such as iron ore, coal, chemicals, 
limestone, grain, forest products and 
petroleum. . 

While ocean-going shipping has 
been able to get through to the 
Lakes for many years it has, until 
this year, been restricted by shallow 
waters, 14 feet being the maximum 
draft. The ultimate aim is to have 
a Seaway with a minimum depth of 
27 feet. 

A Wisconsin booster of the Sea- 
way claimed “the Great Lakes will 
become a new Mediterranean.” 

The booster from Wisconsin is 
Harry C. Brockel, Milwaukee’s port 


director. Brockel says international 
trade over the waterway will bring 
40 of the world’s great shipping com- 
panies to the Lakes, plus badly 
needed raw materials. 

But he claims that the decision of 
the United States to join Canada in 
the development came partly by the 
“belated realization of our steel in- 
dustry that the Mesabi Range iron 
ores had a determinable end and 
that new raw materials are available 
in Canada.” 

“One of the biggest faults is that 
many are ‘waiting to see’ what bo-

To the lack of development and 
failure to acquaint the world with 
the Great Lakes, add the failure to 
train men well-versed in the import- 
export business. Too ‘many iil- 
founded projections have been made 
on the effect of the Seaway, declared 
Ralph McCrea, vice president of a 
Muskegon dock and market firm. 


“We're going to have a wonderful 
tool to work with,” McOrea says, “‘but 
those who look for a flow of gold 
coming upstream are in for a sur- 
prise. On the basis of general cargo 
and merchandise freight we have a 
long way to go before we can utilize 
the waterway.” Port terminals and 
facilities are as vital as shipping, he 
explains, but these facilities are still 
lacking in most places. 


That fact, coupled with failure so 
far to develop foreign trade inde- 
pendently of the East Coast, will 
hamper the Heartland, McCrea says. 


“Somebody is going to have to be 
vigorous,” he asserts. “We’re always 
letting someone in New York or 
Philadelphia do the work.” 

Past experience gives some indica- 
tion of who has been vigorous. In 
the American section of the Seaway 
opened last July here is what hap- 
pened: . 

Canadian-registry ships dominated 
the traffic with a total of 3911 pas- 
sages. United States ships num- 
bered only 593. West Germany sent 
through 306 vessels; Norway, 151; 
Britain, 111; Sweden, 74; Denmark, 
36; France, 16.

Sir Winston Chooses to Run From the New York Herald Tribune

it’s a lifetime of manual labor 
from dawn to dusk. 

Thousands of acres of public 
domain can be claimed. But it 
isn’t farm land—not yet. 

It’s rolling hill country, 
veined by creeks .and fast-run- 


only six inches thick; on the 
meadow it’s up to 15 feet thick. 
ere are swamps an‘ gravel 

beds, rocky out-croppings, and 
a tangle of tall spruce and 
birch and alder brush. 

In places there are grass- 
lands waist high. 

It can be farmed. There are 
farms and dairy herds here. 


But before it can be 
farmed, it must be cleared of 
trees, brush, stumps, rgck. 
By hand. Because you will 
Pay more per acre for a bull- 
dozer than you would 
Per acre for already-devel- 
oped farm land in Iowa or- 
Missouri. 


Clearing land by hand is 
back-breaking. And it takes 
years, 

That’s the way the home- 
Ssteaders of 100 years ago 
tamed the wild timbers and 
prairies of the West. : 

It’s the way Marino Sik and 
the Fifty-niners say they will 
make homes here in the north. 

John Merrick, in the Homer 
Land Management Office, says 
it can be done. 

“If these people are not 
afraid to get their hands dirty 
—if they're not looking for 
something for nothing—it can 
be done. 

“Few people make a go of it 
just farming. Most stay just 
long enough to get their land 
patent—then they abandon it.” 

The roads around Homer are 
dotted with those abandoned 
homesteads. The owners have 
let them go back to brush and 
forest, but they keep the taxes 


‘Hot’ Issue 


QUESTION: We hear so 
much about “discipline” these 


days that I am completely con- 
fused. In some places they are 
talking about the need for 
corporal punishment. Right 
now, they are arguing about 
giving the teachers the right to 
slap children in our youngster’s 
school. Then, there are others 
who think that children should 
never be punished harshly, that 
it may hurt them permanently 
and that education should be 
achieved entirely through love 
and understanding. Can you 
clear up my confusion? 


ANSWER: You are not the 
only one who is confused over 
this issue which has become a 
really “hot” one. 

Historically (and hysterically, 
too) the pendulum seems to be 
swinging from one extreme to 
the other. It isn’t too long 
since the heyday of the “per- 
missive” idea in education 
which opposed all, or most, 
punishment. The thought be- 
hind that theory was that of 
not stifling a child’s “self- 
expression.” 

Now, faced by outbursts of 
juvenile delinquency, many 
communities are looking for an 
@asy answer — and to them the 
answer is in not sparing the 
rod. 


I think the real answer is 
somewhere between the ex- 
tremes. Some forms of pun-

ishment — but not corporal 
punishment — are definitely 
part of education. In order 
te grow up with an under- 
standing of the obligations of 
a citizen under the law, 
youngsters must be made to 
understand that the law pun- 
ishes wrongdoing or negli- 
gence. Such punishment is 
probably most effective when 
it withholds things that 
youngsters want very much 
and prohibits them from do- 
ing the things they would 
like to do — until they have 
shown their willingness to 
live up to the demands made 
of them. 


This may range from suspen- 
sion from team or club activi- 
ties, restrictions against going 
to the movies, etc., to actual 
curfews at night, in the case 
of older pupils. But to intro- 
duce “violence” (and what else 
could corporal punishment be 
called?) is very dubious com- 
mon sense, Nor should home- 
work be made punishment, lest 
all homework be regarded as 
such, 

On the other hand, any re- 
strictions which prohibit teach- 
ers from using their “hands” 
or fists in the case of actual 
violence on the part of stu- 
dents must be removed.: This 
again is plain common sense. 
The right of self-defense ap- 


Hanging Wallpaper 


HANGING WALLPAPER to- 
day may be as easy as falling off 
a log but it’s still not as easy 
as cleaning wallpaper. If the 
wallpaper in a room is in good 
condition but sort of dingy, 
you might see what a good 
cleaning will do before you go 
to the work of taking it off the 
walls and hanging new paper. 

The first thing to do is to re- 
move all loose dirt from the 
surface with a cloth or soft 
clean mop. This is important 
for if you start to wash over 
this loose dust and dirt, you'll 
make the job much more diffi- 
cult. Most of the wallpapers in 
use today are of the washable 
kind and they can be washed 
with warm water and a mild 
soap. Don’t use strong clean- 
ing agents on this job for you 
may damage the colors in the 
paper. Apply the warm soapy 


water to a small area and when 
this is clean, rinse the area 
with a fresh cloth dampened 
in warm water. Do not use 
more water than is required to 
remove the dirt. If you get the 
‘paper too wet, you'll take a 
chance on softening up the 
paste and then you'll be in real 
trouble. 

Papers that are not washable 
can be cleaned with a dry wall- 
paper cleaner sold at paint,

Editor Rolf, also secretary 
of Homer’s Chamber of Com- 
merce, says this area will boom, 
Coldest temperature last win- 
ter was five degrees below 
zero.

communal plan. 

Group work has long been 
an American agricultural main- 
Stay. It is reflecte. in the 
Grange and the farmers’ co-ops 
in the Midwest. And it is re- 
flected in the success of the 
Matanuska Co-operative. 

Of every five homesteaders 
who go to Alaska, only one 
Sticks it out long enough. to 
patent his land. And of those 
who get their land patent, only 
one in five makes a go of farm- 
ing. 

But a group effort lowers 
those odds to a realistic level. 

-“If they stay together as a 
group,” says 10-year successful 
homesteader Yule Kilcher of 
Homer, “they'll make a go of 
it. Of all the successful home- 
steaders I have seen, 95 per 
cent of them have worked as 
partners.” 

And the Fifty-niners have al- 
ready made a favorable impres- 
sion on some of the old-timers. 

Says Col. M. R. (Muktuk) 
Marston, organizer of the Alas- 
kan Home Guard during World 
War II: “They look like the 
kind of men we nsed—men to 
match our mountains.”

_ Space Role for Computers 


Within a hes ov a tai aie. receiving (oledaeaiien from a satellite, an Sahairedla brain 
digests it and pours out predictions at the rate of 10 per second.

EARLIER THIS YEAR this 
writer stood atop the press 
grandstand at Cape Canaveral 
and witnessed Vanguard II go 
into the sky. It was most im- 
pressive seeing the tall, thin, 
graceful’ satellite launcher 
knife into the sky. 

Within minutes after it dis- 
appeared in the clouds, we re- 
ceived word that the second 


predictions began pouring 
out at the rate of 10 per 
second. 


The computer serves two 


urposes. 

The first is to assure the 
rocket doesn’t turn inland over 
an inhabited region. (If it did, 
the range safety officer would 
destroy it). 

The second is to transmit 
data on the rocket’s position 
and velocity to the Vanguard 
Center’s 1.B.M. 704 computer 


rocket’s third stage and com- 
putes the chances of the sat- 
ellite orbiting. It also com- 
putes the anticipated orbit. 

By the time the third stage 
has burned out—some 10 to 
12 minutes after the launching 
—=scientists in Washington have 
some idea as to whether the 
satellite will orbit and the 
shape of the orbit. 

All the computer needs is 
data from four Minitrack sta- 
tions and the preliminary orbit 
is computed so other stations 


from other stations along the 
satellite path, the computer in- 
troduces this new data to re- 
fine its orbital computations 
until it produces an orbit with 
almost unbelievable precision. 
To perform these computa- 
tions it uses some 40,000 in- 
structions mathematicians have 
. prestored on magnetic tape. To 
compute an orbit the I.B.M. 704 
makes as many as 500,000,000 
calculations or decisions. 
Scientists say that by the 
time eight Minitrack sightings 
have been put into the ma- 
chine it can yield definitive in- 
formation on an orbit’s shape 
and the satellite’s speed, posi- 
tion and altitude for every 
minute many days in advance. 
In the case of Vanguard I, 
launched March 17, 1958, the 
704 predicted within seconds 
where the satellite would be a 
week in advance. 


The computers have also 
proven invaluable in other 
ways. By knowing precisely 
where the various satellites 
were when recording unusual 
radiation in the upper at- 
mosphere, the now famous 
Van Allen radiation belt was 
discovered and mapped. 


By comparing the actual po- 
sition with the predicted po- 
sition of a satellite, scientists 
learn about the density distri- 
bution of the atmosphere. 

The pear shape of the earth 
was deduced from unexpected 
shifts in the perigee of Van- 
guard I. 

These are some of the re- 
sults put into our scientific 
cupboard. The computers may 
not be as dramatic as the rock-
